SCHEDUL V - REMARKS AND JUSTIFICATION 
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1. MANHOURS IN PART I AND PART II REFLECT PROJECTED CONINUTED USE 

OF BOTH AMERICAN AND LOCAL TEMPORARY CONSULAR POSITIONS AUTHORIZED 
IN DEPTEL 232301 OF DECEMBER 19, 1971. THE POSITIONS IN SCHEDULE 
VI DO NOT, REPEAT NOT, REFLECT THOSE TEMPORARYPOSITIONS. CONSULAR 
TEMPORARY POSITIONS WITH PERSONNEL NOW ON BOARD CONSIST OF ONE 
U.S. SECRETARY IN THE INVESTIGATIVE UNIT, TWO FSL INVESTIGATORS, 

AND TWO FSL CLERKS. THE EMBASSY RECOMMENDS THAT ONE OF THE FSL 
CLERK POSITIONS BE MADE PERMANENT IN ORDER TO ABSORB THE INCREASES 
IN WORK LEVELS IN ALL SECTIONS. 

2. THE ACTUAL NUMBER OF IMMIGRANT VISA REFUSALS FOR FY 73 WAS 
OVER-ESTIMATED IN OUR PREDICTIONS. THIS MAY INDICATE THAT SOME 
OF THE REFUSALS OF THE PREVIOUS YEAR (WHICH HAD A VERY HIGH 
REFUSAL RATE) WERE ABLE TO OVERCOME THE REFUSAL WHEN INVESTIGATION 
INDICATED THAT THE APPLICANTS WERE QUALIFIED. HOPEFULLY IT MAY 
ALSO INDICATE THAT OUR INVESTIGATIVE PROGRAM IS HAVING THE EFFECT 
OF DETERRING UNQUALIFIED APPLICANTS FROM ATTEMPTING TO OBTAIN 
VISAS. HOWEVER, STATISTICS OVER A LONGER PEIOD OF TIME WILL BE 
NECESSARY TO VERIFY THIS TREND. THE REFUSAL RATE FOR FY 74 AND 

FY 75 HAVE BEEN REDUCED TO REFLECT THE LOWER ACTUAL FIGURES 
FOR FY 73. 

3. OUR ESTIMATES OF NIV CASES FOR FY 73 WERE ABOUT 3,000 SHORT 

OF THE ACTUAL FIGURES, THE ISSUANCES HAVING BEEN UNDERESTIMATED 
BY THIS AMOUNT. THE ESTIMATES OF REFUSALS AND REVALIDATIONS WERE 
ALMOST EXACT. THE PREDICTIONS FOR FY 74 HAVE BEEN AMENDED TO INDICATE 
THE HIGHER ISSUANCE RATE WHICH IS EXPECTED TO CONTINUE. ONE SLIGHT 
TREND HAS BEEN NOTED BY THE NONIMMIGRANT VISA OFFICERS: THE 
INCREASE IN NUMBERS OF VISAS ISSUED TO CHILDREN OF PARENTS WHO 
HAVE NONIMMIGRANT VISAS AND WHO ARE TRAVELING TO DISNEYLAND IN 
FLORIDA. IF RECENT LEGISLATION, SUCH AS THE AMENDMENT TO THE 
SOCIAL SECURITY ACT, IS SUCCESSFUL IN PREVENTING EMPLOYMENT

4. THE FY 73 PREDICTION ON NOTARIAL SERVICES WAS 50 PERCENT 
LOWER THAN ACTUAL FIGURES, THUS CONFIRMING THE EXPECTATIONS OF 
THE DIVORCE ATTORNEYS THAT THE "QUICKIE DIVROCES" WOULD INCREASE 
AS THE SYSTEM BECAME BETTER KNOWN IN THE UNITED STATES. AS INDI- 
CATED IN OUR PREDICTIONS, THIS WAS ACCOMPANIED BY A HIGHER RATE 
OF WELFARE AND WHEREABOUTS CASES, ARRESTS. AND PASSPORT SERVICES. 
PREDICTIONS FOR FY 74 HAVE BEEN ADJUSTED ACCORDINGLY TO REFLECT 
THIS INCREASE. UNDER THE CIRCUMSTANCES IT IS NECESSARY TO ASSIGN 
HALF-TIME FSL CLERK TO FULL TIME IN THE CITIZENSHIP-SPECIAL 
CONSULAR SERVICES SECTION. SINCE THIS WILL REPRESENT A LOSS 

TO THE VISA SECTION OF THE CLERK'S HALF-TIME SERVICES, THE 
EMBASSY IS RECOMMENDING THAT ONE OF THE PART-TIME FSL CLERK 
POSITIONS BE MADE PERMANENT. 

5. IF THE DOMINICAN GOVERNMENT'S PROGRAMS TO INCREASE TOURISM ARE 
SUCCESSFUL, IT IS ANTICIPATED THAT THE CITIZENSHIP-SPECIAL CONSULAR 
SERVICES WORK LOAD WILL INCREASE AND AN ADDITIONAL AMERICAN 
OFFICER, POSSIBLY PART-TIME, WILL BE REQUIRED. HOWEVER IT IS 
DIFFICULT YET TO SEE WHETHER THIS WILL AFFECT OUR FY 1975 WORK 
LOAD. 

6. THE TWO POSITIONS UNDER SCHEDULE VI, GENERAL CONSULAR, ARE 

THE CONSUL GENERAL POSITION AND THE PERMANENT AMERICAN SECRETARY 
POSITION. WHILE A SMALL AMOUNT OF THEIR TIME IS REFLECTED IN 
MANHOUR FIGURES, BY AND LARGE THEIR FUNCTIONS INVOLVE ADMINIS- 
TRATION AND EMBASSY POLICY DEVELOPMENT.
